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The Battle for Banning Ranch 

Developers and conservationists battle for the future of Southern California’s last great coastal space

A t the southwest end of New¬ 
port Beach lies Banning 
Ranch, 401 acres of slowly 
draining oil land dotted with 
rusted-out and broken down machinery, 
enough for it to resemble a wasteland, 
although the property farther from 
public view is beautiful—a network of 
streams, small canyons, vernal pools and 
wetlands bordering the mouth of Santa 
Ana River. 

Despite the oil development, the area 
remains home to a variety of species 
once plentiful in Southern California- 
rare birds and owls that build burrows 
in the grasslands, endangered shrimp 
who live in the area’s pools—as well as 
ecological formations found nowhere 
else in Southern California (a combina¬ 
tion of lowlands, highlands, mesas and 
arroyos). It should be a public park, and 
for more than a decade, there have been 
two opposing proposals to turn it into 
one. On Wednesday, they’ll be argued 
against each other in front of the Cali¬ 
fornia Coastal Commission. 

The property’s owners, a group of 
developers and investors calling them¬ 
selves Newport Banning Ranch LLC, 
have proposed a chemical cleanup and 
urban development consisting of 1,375 
houses, a 75-room hotel, a shopping 
center, parks and hundreds of acres 
of open space. “We’re cleaning up a 
75-year-old oil field,” says Chris Yelich, 
principal at Brooks Street, a real-estate- 
development firm that’s part of the proj¬ 
ect. “In order to pay for that, we’ve got a 
development project we’re proposing, of 
which 80 percent will be open space set 
up for native habitat.” 

Opposing Newport Banning Ranch 
LLC are environmental groups and 
conservationists spearheaded by the 
Banning Ranch Conservancy. The outfit 
wants to keep the ranch in its natural 
state, cleaning up only what is neces¬ 
sary while preserving the wildlife that 
already exists on the site, adding trails 
throughout the property. 

Last month, the developers hit a hic¬ 
cup: Though their zoning was approved 
by Newport Beach voters as part of the 
omnibus general plan amendment Mea¬ 
sure V in 2006, as well as by the New¬ 
port Beach City Council in 2012, Coastal 
Commission staff released a report 
recommending the commission deny the 
project based on the rarity and value of 
the site and on the relative destructive¬ 
ness of Newport Banning Ranch LLC’s 
development plan. Though the original 
plan includes 276 acres of open space 
(roughly 68 percent of the entire devel¬ 


opment), much of it would have to be 
disturbed to clean up pollution from 
decades of oil pumping to get to safe 
levels for commercial and residential 
development, and areas of the Ranch 


instead of leveling the entire property 
for real-estate development, future oil- 
cleanup operations can be limited to the 
parts of the property that actually need 
cleaning up.

identified as environmentally sensitive 
would be developed for housing. 

“There are very few sites along the 
Southern California coastline with the 
kind of diverse topography and habitat 
for wildlife found at this site,” reads 
the Coastal Commission staff report. 
“The presence of vernal pools at Ban¬ 
ning Ranch adds a layer of diversity not 
even present at Bolsa Chica. In fact, 
it appears the subject site is the only 
area like it anywhere within the Santa 
Ana River watershed between the sea 
and the Santa Ana Mountains located 
20 miles inland.” The report adds that 


In response, the developers are intro¬ 
ducing a revised plan, dropping the 
number of houses from 1,375 to 1,175 
and raising the amount of open space 
from 68 percent to 80 percent of the site. 
The project would still call for the same 
intensity of cleanup, however. “With the 
project that we’re proposing, the fence 
will come down, and there will be access 
to the beach,” says Yelich. “What’s mis¬ 
leading about the plans put forth by the 
groups opposing us is showing the entire 
property as a park. With the approval 
of our plan, we can force oil operations 
onto 17 acres. Otherwise, they’ll continue 


to operate for 75,100 years, even longer 
depending on how technology develops.” 

As an alternative to the Newport Ban¬ 
ning Ranch LLC’s plan, a local group of 
conservationists dating back more than a 
decade want to turn the entirety of Ban¬ 
ning Ranch into a nature reserve, much 
in the same style as Frank and Frances 
Robinson leading the charge to save the 
Newport Back Bay from development 
in the 1960s and ’70s. They say that the 
owner’s Banning Ranch Development 
plan is irresponsible greenwashing— 
stressing open space though much of 
the existing habitats will be disturbed 
during cleanup—and dishonest in its 
claims that it’s supported by Newport 
Beach voters. While the city’s residents 
passed the zoning law that makes it legal 
to develop Banning Ranch, that change 
was packaged with other revisions to the 
city’s general plan. After the Newport 
Beach City Council approved the project 
in 2012, the Conservancy sued the city, 
claiming the project violated Newport 
Beach’s general plan and the California 
Environmental Quality Act. It won in 
Orange County Superior Court, but 
lost in appeals. The California Supreme 
Court agreed to hear their appeal later 
this year. 

“[We want] to raise money and buy 
the land after the project gets rejected 
by the Coastal Commission,” says 
Newport-raised Robert Moddelmog, 
one of the Banning Ranch Conservan¬ 
cy’s volunteers and a current law stu¬ 
dent at UC Irvine. “The EPA gives out 
funds to clean up toxic-waste sites. We 
want to do a park, like the Back Bay— 
not as in soccer fields, but a nature 
reserve, hiking and jogging trails. The 
idea that if we don’t clean this up now, 
it’s going to be an oil field in perpetuity 
is totally bogus.” 

To bolster their cause, the Conser¬ 
vancy plans to bus supporters to this 
week’s Coastal Commission meeting, 
hoping that a large enough show of sup¬ 
port can convince the commissioners to 
reject the project outright, in line with 
the recommendations of the staff. After 
a rejection, then the conservancy can 
concentrate on raising the estimated 
$150 million needed to buy the site. 

The group says it has already raised $5 
million. “The main thing is, the commu¬ 
nity’s against it,” says Moddelmog.

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Three decades after his unsolved assassination, family and activists 
try to keep alive the memory of Arab-American martyr Alex Odeh

If you were able to identify your and others’ misfortunes 

I would have brought out an extraordinary human being of you 

—from a poem by Alex Odeh 

O n the morning of Oct. 11,1985, Norma Odeh made break¬ 
fast for her husband, Alex, in their Orange home. The 
night before, KABC-TV Channel 7 had interviewed 
Odeh, West Coast regional director for the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Committee (ADC) and one of 
the U.S.’s most prominent Arab-American activists. The inter¬ 
viewer wanted his opinions about the Achille Lauro hijacking 
and the subsequent killing of 69-year-old wheelchair-bound 
Leon Klinghoffer that had happened just a couple of days before. 

A camera crew filmed Alex at the ADC offices in Santa Ana. 
He condemned the hijacking, as well as terrorism in general. 
But he also claimed the Palestinian Liberation Organization 
(PLO) wasn’t responsible for the attack and called Yasser Arafat 
“a man of peace” for helping to secure the release of hostages. 
“After he came home, we watched it together,” Norma 


recalls. “I hope to God nobody does anything to you,” she told 
him then. Alex’s sister also phoned him with her worries after 
seeing the news segment. He moaned to his wife about how 
KABC had simplified his nuanced statements into a soundbite 
about Arafat, then went to bed. 

The interview was still on Norma’s mind the next morning 
when Alex kissed her goodbye. A long day awaited him, includ¬ 
ing a speech at Congregation B’nai Tzadek, a Jewish synagogue 
in Fountain Valley. 

Odeh arrived at the ADC’s second-story offices in Santa Ana 
around 9 a.m. His assistant usually opened up in the morning, 
but she was running errands that day for an upcoming banquet. 
As Odeh turned the doorknob, a rigged 30-pound pipe bomb 
exploded, blowing off his legs. Shards from the shattered win¬ 
dows rained onto the street. Only the concrete floor saved the 
debris-strewn office from total obliteration. Paramedics hoisted 
Odeh’s charred body onto a stretcher and rushed him to West¬ 
ern Medical Center in Santa Ana; doctors pronounced him 
dead roughly two hours after the attack. He was 41 years old.

Around the time Odeh passed away, 
Norma was visiting a friend. The woman 
was sobbing uncontrollably on the front 
porch of her home, saying a bomb had 
struck an office in Santa Ana, perhaps the 
ADC, and someone had been killed—only 
she didn’t know who. Norma’s heart sped 
as rapidly as her thoughts as she raced to 
where her husband worked. “I couldn’t 
believe what I saw,” she says. “The police 
wouldn’t let me in and told me Alex was at 
the hospital.” She drove to Western Medi¬ 
cal Center, where Alex’s brother, Sami, 
delivered the bad news. 

Odeh’s assassination barely made a blip 
in national headlines, lost in the after- 
math of Klinghoffer’s murder. Multiple 
law-enforcement agencies, including the 
Santa Ana Police Department and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
gathered at the scene of the crime. No 
group took credit for the bombing, and 
law enforcement eventually lagged on the 
case, never making an arrest or public ally 
naming suspects. Odeh’s murder remains 
unsolved 30 years later. 

But if Odeh’s killers were banking 
on his death and the passing of time to 
silence the activist, it didn’t work. Monu¬ 
ments to Odeh were erected from Santa 
Ana to Palestine, and a new generation of 
Arab-American activists have embraced 
Odeh as their movement’s first martyr. 

“I want people to know what my father 
stood for,” says Helena Odeh, one of Alex 
and Norma’s three daughters and the only 
one old enough to have any memories of 
her father, including of that terrible day. 
“He wouldn’t rest until there was peace 
between Arabs and Jews, but [he] passed 
away before that could happen.” 

The unknown: Is the sea we fear to swim in

he sun beat down on Alex Odeh’s 
friends, family and colleagues gath¬ 
ered outside the Santa Ana Main 
Public Library on April 17 of this year, 
two weeks after what would have 
been his 71st birthday. They were there to 
rededicate a statue of Odeh. In 1994, Alge- 
rian-American sculptor Khalil Bendib chis¬ 
eled the monument with Odeh dressed in 
robes, sitting with a book in one hand and a 
dove perched on the other—a man of peace. 
The elements had left the statue chipped 
and rusted over time, but fundraising by the 
ADC’s Orange County chapter (ADC-OC) 
returned it to a majestic bronze. 

ADC-OC president Lana Kreidie emceed 
the event from the lawn of the library. Rep¬ 
resentatives from local civil-rights groups 
sat under a canopy next to a podium from 
which speakers, including Congresswoman 
Loretta Sanchez, shared stories about 
Odeh. “When Alex was taken in Santa Ana, 
we lost a fighter,” Sanchez said, passion¬ 
ately. She promised to give a floor speech at 
the House of Representatives the following 
week, pledging to persist in the search for 


his killers. “When one person’s civil rights 
are taken away, everybody’s rights are taken 
away; that is the type of fighter Alex was.” 

Helena followed. “My family will con¬ 
tinue to pursue justice for his murder,” 
she said to a crowd of 75 people. “We have 
been lifted up by our community’s efforts 
to keep his memory alive.” 

The noontime event continued without 
a snag. It couldn’t have been more dif¬ 
ferent than the original unveiling, also 
timed near his April birthday. The late 
radio legend Casey Kasem, who helped 
raise $25,000 for the statue, attended, 
along with Odeh’s family. Speaker after 
speaker regaled the crowd with memories 
of Odeh, until the ceremony’s end. Then 
Irv Rubin, West Coast coordinator for the 
Jewish Defense League (JDL), screamed 
from across the street, “Alex Odeh 
deserved to die!” It was an apt follow-up 
to what he told the press after Odeh’s 
assassination: “I have no tears for Mr. 


Odeh. He got exactly what he deserved.” 

FBI agents guarded the family, and 
SWAT snipers readied for whatever might 
happen next. Security whisked the family 
away after the unveiling ceremony. “The 
day was a big honor for us, but the JDL peo¬ 
ple across the street yelling, screaming and 
chanting bad stuff about my late husband 
was very devastating,” Norma remembers. 
“Despite all that, my husband still came out 
on top by being honored, no matter what.” 

Attacks on the Odeh statue didn’t end 
there. Vandals poured red paint on it on the 
11th anniversary of his assassination, repeat¬ 
ing the smear months later, adding crudely 
painted slashes on the neck and wrist. The 
FBI classified the second act as a hate crime; 
as with the bombing, no arrests were made. 

Odeh never sought to be a lightning rod 
in the Israeli-Palestinian conflict. Born 
in the village of Jifna, Palestine, in 1944, 
Alexander Michel Odeh grew up in a large 
Roman Catholic family. After high school, 


he studied engineering at Cairo University 
in Egypt, but he couldn’t return home 
when the Six-Day War ended in 1967. 
Israeli authorities stopped him, saying he 
needed to be sponsored by family there to 
return. “He didn’t like that at all,” Norma 
says. “He wanted to let people know how 
wrong that was for him to be born in Pal¬ 
estine, even when it was Palestine, and to 
not be able to go back to his own country.” 

The experience changed Odeh, inspir¬ 
ing him to get a political-science degree 
before immigrating to the United States in 
1972. Alex didn’t return to Jifna until 1975, 
but while there, he fell in love with his 
neighbor, Norma. They married with the 
blessing of Norma’s mother, then moved 
to Orange County. 

Odeh waited tables while teaching Ara¬ 
bic and Middle Eastern history at Coast¬ 
line Community College. He also pursued 
a master’s degree in political science at Cal 
State Fullerton, for which he went on to 
become a lecturer after graduation. The 
Odehs became parents in 1978 upon the 
birth of Helena; Alex told the newborn he 
wanted her to become a journalist so she 
could share the politics of Palestine with 
the world. “The time that he’d spend home 
were the most precious ever,” Norma says. 

Firmly established in Orange County, 
Alex joined the ADC in 1982, a new orga¬ 
nization formed by South Dakota Senator 
James G. Abourezk to combat Arab stereo¬ 
types and biased Middle Eastern reporting 
in the media. A year later, Odeh became 
the West Coast regional director, expand¬ 
ing membership levels and building inter¬ 
faith unity between Jews, Muslims and 
Christians in Southern California. He also 
published Whispers In Exile, a collection

of poetic aphorisms in Arabic reflecting on 
his life away from his beloved Jifna. Lead¬ 
ing an underfunded yet emerging group, 
Alex spent long hours writing op-eds to 
local newspapers about Arab-Americans, 
sending out ADC newsletters and speak¬ 
ing with the media about Palestine. 

In an era in which footage and photos 
of ayatollahs and keffiyehs dominated 
the media, the image of Odeh—a mild- 
mannered, non-Muslim Arab-American 
who always wore a suit while defending 
the Palestinian cause—confounded report¬ 
ers. And it infuriated his opponents; he 
received death threats via phone almost 
daily. Fellow activist James Zogby, founder 
of the Arab American Institute (AAI), testi¬ 
fied before a congressional hearing in 1986 
that he went to the FBI as early as 1982 to 
warn the bureau about Odeh’s safety.

T he smoke had barely cleared from 
the hollowed-out ADC office in 
Santa Ana when nearly everyone 
pointed at the most likely suspect: 
the JDL, an organization set up 
by the controversial Rabbi Meir Kahane 
to combat anti-Semitism in the United 
States, but which eventually devolved into 
assaults, bombings and assassination plots 
against perceived enemies. 

According to a 1988 Village Voice 
expose, police investigators soon focused 
their suspicions on a trio of JDL members: 
Keith Fuchs, Andy Green and Robert Man¬ 
ning, a former U.S. Army munitions expert. 
Two years later, the Los Angeles Times 
reported that that grand juries in Brooklyn 
and Los Angeles had heard evidence link¬ 
ing Green, Fuchs and Manning to subse¬ 
quent attacks that investigators believed 
were carried out by the same individuals 
suspected to be responsible for Odeh’s 
assassination. Other police sources close

to the investigation told the Voice that the 
FBI allegedly tailed Fuchs and Manning as 
they flew to Los Angeles on Green’s credit 
card the day before the explosion. 

A month after the Odeh bombing, FBI 
spokesman Leon Bonner identified the 
JDL as “the possible responsible group” for 
the Santa Ana attack, along with two other 
attacks on the East Coast that killed one 
man with purported Nazi ties and injured 
another. An FBI official said the three 
bombs had a “signature,” suggestingthe 
same group carried them out. In August 
1985, Boston police worked to dismantle a 
pipe bomb planted at that city’s ADC office; 
it exploded and severely injured an officer. 

JDL leader Rubin—a large, loud man 
once described as someone who “has been 
escorted out of far more Jewish events than 
he’s ever been invited into”—flatly denied 
his group’s involvement in the Odeh attack 
to news reporters, even as he praised the 
outcome. “I have no tears over a guy who 
loved Arafat, who said any Arab who talks 
peace with Israel is a collaborator, and he 
said it on your radio show!” Rubin told 
Middle East In Focus host Diane James on 
KPFK-LA 90.7 in January 1986, distorting a 
point that Odeh had made on the program a 
couple of weeks before his death that Pales¬ 
tinians didn’t recognize an Israeli-created 
organization as representative of them. 

Rubin challenged the FBI to make 
arrests and threatened to sue them for 
defamation. His bullying tactics worked: 
By the time of a July 16,1986, congres¬ 
sional hearing on Odeh’s assassination, 
the FBI had already stepped away from 
any mention of the JDL. “We believe that 
Jewish extremist elements were respon¬ 
sible for Odeh’s murder,” FBI executive 
assistant director Oliver B. Revell testified 
then. “I would not want to characterize 
at this time a particular group as being 
specifically responsible.” He said the FBI 
had suspects in the case and were treating 
the investigation as the highest priority. 
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Authorities eventually nabbed Manning in 
1991, in a rare extradition to stand trial for 
a 1980 nonpolitical contract bombing that 
killed a secretary in Manhattan Beach— 
but only under the condition Manning not 
face any charges in any other potential 
case. A jury convicted Manning in 1993 
and sentenced him to life in prison. 

“The investigation continues to be 
active, though it’s obviously what I’d call a 
cold case,” says David Bowdich, assistant 
director of the FBI’s LA field office. “We 
currently have a $1 million reward, a very 
unusual amount for us to attach to any 
case, for information leading to the arrest 
of the subjects involved.” 

The FBI did question Manning about 
the Odeh bombing, Bowdich says. Fuchs 
and Green have long been rumored to 
be living in Kiryat Arba, an illegal Israeli 
settlement in the West Bank with a park 
named after JDL founder Kahane. As part 
of the investigation, FBI agents traveled to 
Israel. “This case has received an extraor¬ 
dinary amount of attention from agents 
over the years,” Bowdich says. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, we just haven’t found enough to 
make a prosecutable case at this point.” 

The JDL’s reign of terror ended in 
2001, after the FBI arrested Rubin and 
fellow Los Angeles JDL member Earl 
Krugel for conspiring to bomb a Cul¬ 
ver City mosque and a field office of 
Lebanese-American congressman Darrell 
Issa. While awaiting trial, prison authori¬ 
ties say Rubin died in federal prison after 
he slit his throat with a razor blade and 
either fell or threw himself over a railing. 

Krugel accepted a 20-year plea deal for 
the crimes, with a provision that he’d help 
solve the Odeh case. The Jewish Journal 
reported the government voided the deal 
at one point for reasons sealed from the 
public, though sources point to Krugel’s 
lack of cooperation. In 2005, three days 
after a transfer to a Phoenix prison, a white 
supremacist bludgeoned Krugel to death. 


No developments have surfaced in the 
Odeh case since that year—but not for a 
lack of effort by ADC activists and Con¬ 
gresswoman Sanchez. “I remember read¬ 
ing in the newspaper about it at the time,” 
Sanchez says. “Little did I know that, a few 
years later, I would actually be the repre¬ 
sentative of the district where it happened.” 

Sanchez has tried to use the leverage 
of her office to prod the FBI. After win¬ 
ning re-election in 1998, she approached 
Detroit Congressman John Conyers Jr. 
to help her restart the 1986 congressional 
hearings he chaired on the Odeh case, 
but doing anything seemed unfeasible 
with Republicans controlling the House. 
In November 2013, she went to Conyers 
again, and the two pushed for a new hear¬ 
ing on the assassination. The move fol¬ 
lowed a letter sent by Sanchez earlier that 
summer to then-Attorney General Eric 
Holder, appealing for a renewed probe. 

This came after the passing of Sami 
Odeh, Alex’s brother and a former ADC 
board member who had hounded the feds 
for answers for years. As if to shame the gov¬ 
ernment further, the ADC sent out a state¬ 
ment reading, ‘We regret that Sami Odeh 
never lived to see justice served, but we are 
hopeful that Alex’s case will be solved in the 
near future and justice will prevail.” 

But, still, nothing happened. “This is a 
social-justice issue,” Sanchez says, genu¬ 
inely frustrated with the responses from 
the FBI and Department of Justice since 
Odeh’s assassination. “It’s been 30 years, 
why can’t they sit me down and show 
me what’s going on?” If Sanchez had a 
confidential briefing (and she does have 
top-secret security clearance for classified 
information), the congresswoman could 
at least inform the public with confidence 
that work continues on the case. “But they 
won’t even do that,” she says with a sigh. 

The congresswoman isn’t the only one 
frustrated. Richard Habib, Odeh’s friend and 
an ADC board member at the time of the 
bombing, is still passionate about the cause. 
“It’s a day for me that never ended,” Habib 
says. “[The ADC was] really making progress 
at the time, [with] people starting to listen 
that there was another point of view than 
what the mainstream media put out there. 

In my opinion, the ADC never did recover.” 

He sat in on a 2013 conference call with 
the FBI agents. “I asked about Fuchs and 
Green only to be told they were never 
interviewed,” Habib recalls. He believes 
the impasse is purely political. “They 
either botched the case, or they don’t 
want to put a stress on U.S.-Israel rela¬ 
tions. What other explanation is there?” 

That frustration is fueling a new gen¬ 
eration of Arab-Americans to revive the 
ADC. Lana Kreidie, a 36-year-old Leba¬ 
nese-American Riverside County public 
defender, has been ADC-OC’s president 
since January 2014. She got involved after 
an invitation by the group in 2011 to sit on 
a civil-rights panel discussion, then moved 
on to emceeing Odeh’s memorial banquet 
in 2013. “I didn’t even know who Alex 
was—and I’m an Arab-American living in 
Orange County,” Kreidie admits.

Kreidie’s focus is on Odeh’s legacy, and 
that includes recruiting his eldest daughter 
into the organization. “When I first met 
the Odeh family, I felt like they were guests 
at the banquet as opposed to being part of 
the ADC,” she says. Kreidie got to know 
them better and persuaded Helena join the 
board of directors last year. “She’s a power¬ 
ful woman with the heart and the energy 
to keep things moving,” Kreide says. 

“Nobody came to pick me up from 
school,” Helena recalls of the day her 
father passed. Eventually, she made her 
way to her Uncle Sami’s house. “I still hear 
my aunt’s words just telling me that daddy’s 
not going to be around,” she says tearfully. 

In addition to refurbishing the statue 
and bringing Helena on board, the ADC- 
OC holds an annual banquet in Odeh’s 
memory. Scheduled for Oct. 17 at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel in Anaheim, the 
event’s theme, “Promoting Peace, Defeat¬ 
ing Terrorism,” aligns with Alex’s life 
mission. Habib is set to receive the Alex 
Odeh Advocacy Award. Former Demo¬ 
cratic congressman Dennis Kucinich is 
scheduled as the keynote speaker. 

ADC hopes to interest young people- 
many of whom were born after Odeh’s 
fiery death—in the man’s story. “Sami is no 
longer with us, and a lot of Alex’s friends 
who were really active are in retirement 
age,” Kreidie says. “We’re going to need the

weddings or get to know any of his five 
grandchildren, two of whom have Alexan¬ 
der as their middle name. “It’s never been 
fine,” Norma says today. “Not even now— 
it’s not fine.” 

But knowing her late husband is 
remembered from the West Bank to Santa 
Ana gives Norma some solace. On a trip 
to Jifna in 1999, Norma saw how beloved 
Alex is there. “When I woke up on Oct. 11 
[the anniversary of his death], the city of 
Ramallah and the village of Jifna had pic¬ 
tures and posters of Alex all over, hanging 
from wall to wall,” she says. “People go 
out of their way to make sure that they 


don’t forget that day or Alex as a martyr.” 

Just this past May, Helena spent three 
weeks in Jifna with her husband. A street 
there is named after Alex Odeh; there’s 
also a cenotaph on which his image is cen¬ 
tered in a large stone crucifix. Village resi¬ 
dents remember him warmly as a native 
son more than anything else and shared 
stories with Helena. They told her Alex 
visited Jifna just before his death, going 
door to door to personally say goodbye to 
everyone before leaving. 

Back in Santa Ana, Odeh’s office looks 
just as it did 30 years ago. Palm trees sway 
lazily near the sidewalk. A law firm adver¬ 
tises its services through window panes. 
No marker commemorates the tragedy 
that happened there. 

Two miles away, Odeh’s likeness sits in 
front of the Santa Ana library, looking over 
Civic Center Drive. Plaques share notes of 
his life in English and Spanish, along with 
a line of his poetry inscribed in Arabic: 
“Lies are like ashes. When the winds of 
truth blows, they are scattered like ashes 
and disappear.” 

Had Alex Odeh never turned the knob 
that fateful morning, Helena believes, 
he’d still be fighting for social justice in all 
its forms. 

“Why my father?” she asks. “Just 
because he wanted peace between Jews 
and Arabs?”

Satay With Me

Singaporean food truck Chomp Chomp Nation hangs up its wheels and 

reopens as a food-court vendor

A s with many of its food-truck 
contemporaries, Chomp 
Chomp Nation, OC’s first and 
only Singaporean food truck, 
has gone brick-and-mortar. Well, sort 
of; it’s actually gone “food court.” It now 
operates as a permanent counter next 
to other vendors inside the Wholesome 
Choice in Anaheim Hills. 

When you find it, past the nuts and 
across the aisle from the Persian cookies, 
you’ll meet Alex, the man Chomp Chomp 
has installed as its cook and ambassador. 
Alex is a stocky gent with a thick mustache 
and burly arms, and he will single-hand¬ 
edly make everything you want to eat here. 

I watched him get started on my order 
of seven dishes without blinking. He 
grabbed skewers of shrimp to sear on his 
heated flattop, dropped a few hot wings 
into the basket of a deep fryer, and broke 
down a block of compressed rice cake into 
tinier blocks. “Your order will take about 
eight minutes,” he said, smiling as he 
moved about his small kitchen space in a 
whirlwind of hands, tongs and spatulas. 

Seven minutes later, I returned and 
noticed he was flipping what resembled 
some sort of grilled cheese on his griddle. 
“I’m making our toasted s’mores dessert for 
you,” he winked. 'You’re goingto like it!” 

I thanked him for his generosity. Then 
I stood in the supermarket checkout line. 
At home, I found Alex was right about the 
s’mores. I loved it—even if it didn’t involve 
marshmallows or Graham crackers. It’s 
actually a sandwich—a Nutella and kaya 
coconut jam sandwich on brioche bread, 
drizzled with sweetened condensed milk 
and finished with a dollop of whipped 
cream. If you’re wondering what that kaya 


part was about, it’s the distinctly Malay 
coconut cream spread Singaporeans put 
on toast and eat as breakfast. Chomp 
Chomp has made it sweeter, pairing it 
with the chocolate-hazelnut spread and 
naming the dessert after the campfire 
staple because... well, it does kind of 
taste like s’mores. 

Repackaging Singaporean dishes into 
American molds has always been Chomp 
Chomp’s modus operandi. Mostly, it does 
this with sandwiches. There are ones 
stuffed with iconic Singaporean flavors 
such as chili crab and beef rendang—things 
no old-school pernakan nonya would 
dare put between a burger bun. Rendang, 
in particular—the soulful, stick-to-your- 
ribs slow-braised beef dish aromatic of 
galangal, coconut cream, pandan leaf and 
candlenuts—is something you’re supposed 
to eat with rice. But what does a Singapor¬ 
ean food court vendor in a Persian super¬ 
market located in a majority Mexican area 
without a discernable Southeast Asian 
customer base do to sell it? Repurpose it in 
the guise of a sloppy Joe, of course. 

As for the chili crab—the messy, 
drowned-in-spicy-gravy dish every guide¬ 
book and Travel Channel host would urge 
you to try if you’re ever in Singapore— 
Chomp Chomp offers it two ways: as a 
whole deep fried soft shell or a fat crab 
cake. Both are tucked into shiny burger 
buns and dolloped with the same spicy 
chili crab sauce that would cover your fin¬ 
gers in orange-tinted gunk if you were eat¬ 
ing the original dish. Though the crab cake 
may be the better rendition—exploding 
with more meat than what you might actu¬ 
ally get from prying it out of a real crab in 
the real dish—there’s just something so 


primal and satisfying in the act of eating an 
entire freshly fried soft-shell crab under a 
bun, crispy appendages and all. 

If you want your Singaporean flavors in a 
red-meat burger, Alex sizzles a good, Indian- 
inflected ground lamb patty that he adorns 
with mint and a slather of a curried yogurt 
raita. There are also two vegetarian burger 
options: a falafel with more of that curry 
raita and a grilled tofii with peanut sauce. 

For the unadulterated Singaporean 
dishes, look at the menu’s “Hawker” sec¬ 
tion. There are huge fried prawns here, 
rolled as though stogies inside a woven 
matrix of tapioca noodles that falls into 
a shower of crispy crumbles when bit¬ 
ten. And there are those fried wings, deep 
mahogany in color even before they’re 
shellacked in a cherry-lime-pineapple bar¬ 
becue glaze—a sauce that makes them taste 
as though they’re the missing link between 
sweet-and-sour chicken and char-siu pork. 

Most important, you find the chicken 
satays on this side, served traditionally 
with cubes of compressed rice cake called 
lontong. Eaten together, the combo is as 
essential to Malay and Indonesian cui¬ 
sine as hot dogs and buns are to baseball 
games. But the satay and lontong would 
be nothing if its spicy peanut sauce 
weren’t up to snuff—and Chomp Chomp’s 
is. It’s so spot-on, in fact, I had to ask Alex 
on my second trip if he’s from Singapore. 
“No, I’m from Mexico,” he said with a 
grin. Well, of course he is.

I do wish the best of luck for Hot Dog 
Place because they need it. They're 
in the middle of a fancy shopping plaza 
that mostly serves San Juan Capistra¬ 
no's well-to-do, people who don't care 
whatsoever for wieners not attached 
to a venture capitalist. It's on Rancho 
Viejo Road, the front road for the city's 
nouveau riche and across the street 
from a gated community. The building 
it occupies has already seen two failed 
restaurants in the past couple of years, 
including the wonderfully eclectic Sol 
del Sur—and if San Juan's notoriously 
snooty, middle-aged eaters couldn't 
appreciate such a place, what hope 
does a prole spot such as Hot Dog 
Place have? 

On a recent evening, only a couple 
with a dog were at Hot Dog Place. And 
that's a damn shame. The creations here 
are delicious, better suited to standing 
across the street from Mission Viejo 
High or on PCH. Just as the name hints, 
it's mostly hot dogs—a simple all-beef 
frank, another with Italian sausage, a 
perfect chili cheese dog, the chili strong 
with cinnamon and other sweet spices. 
Innovation comes in the OC Street Dog, 
which takes a bacon-wrapped hot dog 
and adds an avocado to it—nothing 
that'll get these guys on The Great Food 
Truck Race, but perfect for a fast, deli¬ 
cious snack.

The 
kitchen takes a pound of tatertots, slices 
up some hot dogs, then tops it with 
whatever toppings you want (decorate 
the results with the half-dozen or so 
mustards kept in the corner). It's a frat 
brother's dream come true: a glorious 
glop you swear you'll only eat half of, 
then keep picking at each crisped tater 
tot, each fulsome weenie, everything, 
until you've consumed the beast. These 
guys deserve all the luck of the world— 
now, let's see if the city responds. Really, 
guys, move to the Mexican side of town.

Lost In Cinema

OC Film Fiesta returns to SanTana

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D espite the absence of star 
appearances, live-scored 
films or industry workshops, 
this year’s annual OC Film 
Fiesta (OCFF) looks like it’s the best 
yet. It has punched up its amount of lost 
and overlooked classic and independent 
fare from abroad, from an Orson Welles 
double feature to commemorate his 
100th birthday to an advance screen¬ 
ing of a new Philip K. Dick adaptation. 
There’s even more cinematic goodness 
spread throughout the festival, which 
aspires to celebrate the multicultural 
and artistic communities within Orange 
County. Here are some of the best fea¬ 
tures in the lineup to check out. 

TOUCH OF EVIL AND THE THIRD MAN 

As with the Newport Beach Film Festi¬ 
val earlier this year, OCFF will celebrate 
Welles’ centennial with a back-to-back 
screening of two of Welles’ finest film 
noirs. Touch of Evil follows the tension 
between American police captain Hank 
Quinlan (Welles) and a Mexican drug- 
enforcement agent (Charlton Heston 
in brown face—sigh) after a car bomb 
explodes on the U.S.-Mexico border. 

The Third Man is Welles’ 1949 classic 
about a pulp novelist traveling to Vienna 
to uncover the mysterious death of his 
friend, screened for the fest in a pristine 
4K restoration. 


EL GRAN CALAVERA AND 
NOSOTROS LOS NOBLES 

Nosotros Los Nobles is the contemporary 
remake of Luis Bunuel’s lost classic El 
Gran Calavera. The original involves a 
rich widower named Ramiro whose lazy 
offspring live wealthily at his expense, 
until his older brother Gregorio convinces 
them Ramiro has lost his fortune, forcing 
the young’uns to fend for themselves. This 
madcap comedy rings a little familiar to 
Arrested Development, doesn’t it? Nosotros 
Los Nobles carries on with the same plot 
in modern-day Mexico. 

RAMONA 

A lost Dolores Del Rio silent film from 
1927 (based on the most influential Cali¬ 
fornia novel you’ve never read), Ramona 
was discovered as a nitrate print in 
Prague, restored in the Library of Con¬ 
gress and translated from Czech, then 
screened at the Billy Wilder Theater in 
UCLA. You’ve come a long way, baby. 

THE MAN IN THE HIGH CASTLE 

This year’s Philip K. Dick pick— er, screen¬ 
ing—is a sneak preview of an as-yet-unre- 
leased Amazon studios show (yes, that 
Amazon) based on his 1962 story about an 
alternate United States under the rule of 
the Axis Powers, who won World War II. 
Will there be some sort of Elvis Presley 
analog, or will music exist in general? Will 


Life feature a celebratory profile on Tokyo 
Rose? Will androids dream of electric 
jeeps? Watch The Man In the High Castle 
and find out. 

DONT THINK I'VE FORGOTTEN: 
CAMBODIA'S LOST ROCK AND ROLL 

This documentary can’t seem to attract 
the audience it deserves, despite its amaz¬ 
ing subject matter: the lost history of 
Cambodia’s rock music scene from the 
’60s and ’70s, when the Khmer Rouge 
began to tear apart the nation. Don’t Think 
I’ve Forgotten features extensive foot¬ 
age and music that melded the sounds of 
Western psychedelia, Latin and Cuban 
rhythms, and other influences. 

EL AMERICANO: THE MOVIE 

Edward James Olmos produces and stars 
in this animated feature about a family of 
parrots fighting to keep their circus intact 
from a group of “angry birds” (I had to) 
who want to take it over. The family’s son, 
Cuco, enlists TV superhero El Americano. 
This is the first feature made by Mexico’s 
answer to Pixar, Animex, and this screen¬ 
ing predates its wide release. If you can’t 
get enough animation, there’s also a 
block of imported shorts from Mexico’s 
IMCINE institute. 

THE HAND THAT FEEDS 

Ready for a good underdog story? Mahoma 


Lopez is one of many undocumented 
workers serving under hellish conditions 
for below-minimum wage at the 24-hour 
Hot & Crusty Bagel Cafe in New York’s 
Upper East Side. In 2012, he and his co¬ 
workers begin to organize for a union, 
leading to lengthy protests and finding 
allies in the Occupy Wall Street movement. 
“Immigrants make this city run,” Lopez 
says in The Hand That Feeds. “When you 
arrive and settle here, you see the reality of 
how dollars are earned.” Suck it, Trump! 

EISENSTEIN IN GUANAJUATO 

Cinephiles recall that Soviet Russian 
filmmaker Sergei Eisenstein of Battle¬ 
ship Potemkin fame trekked to Mexico 
in 1931 after a failed contract with Para¬ 
mount Pictures in the States, leading to 
the ambitious-but-abandoned Que Viva 
Mexico! film series. Eisenstein In Guana¬ 
juato, directed by Peter Greenaway, tracks 
the director in this period, during which 
he experiences an artistic—and, um, sex¬ 
ual-awakening when he falls in with the 
Mexican artist crowd and a certain male 
cabbie. This screening is co-presented by 
Santa Ana’s LGBT Center on la Cuatro.

HE NAMED ME MALALAAtone point 
during fluffy documentary character study 
He Named Me Malala, an anonymous 
Pakistani civilian accuses seventeen-year- 
old activist Malala Yousafzai of being an 
unthinking mouthpiece for her diplomat 
father, Ziauddin: "I think it's a publicity 
stunt." This despite Malala's actions, 
which are pretty unquestionably heroic: 
She won the Nobel Peace Prize after pub¬ 
licly condemning the Taliban for discour¬ 
aging Pakistani girls from attending public 
schools—and after she was shot in the 
face for so daring. But—ironically—direc¬ 
tor Davis Guggenheim (An Inconvenient 
Truth, Waiting for "Superman") gives 
Malala's most unkind skeptics just such 
reason to be dickishly cynical, mythologiz¬ 
ing her actions and downplaying what 
makes her truly commendable: that she 
remains optimistic, and continues to 
criticize the Taliban, even knowing they 
still want her dead. Malala's activism and 
pre-Nobel life are vaguely represented 
through incurious interviews and uninfor¬ 
mative animated flashbacks that say noth¬ 
ing about Malala's feminist philosophy and 
only briefly excerpt her moving speeches. 
Instead, Guggenheim likens Ziauddin to 
Malala and emphasizes the symbolic 
meaning of her name, which derives from 
that of an Afghan folk hero. Guggenheim's 
failure to follow up on touchy subjects isn't 
surprising, given that he generally doesn't 
seem to take Malala seriously, as we see 
in the scenes where he quizzes her about 
why she's shy about dating boys. More 
importantly, when Guggenheim does ask 
Malala difficult questions, like why she 
has publicly forgiven the men who shot 
her, he doesn't follow through with queries 
about her religious faith or understanding 
of political issues. He Named Me Malala 
may encourage viewers to see Malala 
as a preternaturally gifted leader, but it 
doesn't get at what's driven her to become 
a symbol for change. (Not Rated) Simon 
Abrams. AMC Marina Pacifica 
12, Long Beach; AMC Orange, 
Orange; Century Stadium 25 and 
XD, Orange. 

PAN There's much to sadly shake your head 
at in Pan, a sort of Peter Pan Begins 
that manages the unlikely feat of mak¬ 
ing battles between flying pirate ships a 
crushing bore. Most miserably, there's 
the great heap of action set pieces that 
are easier to wait out than to track with 
an instrument so primitive as the human 
eye—perhaps the singularity is nearing, 
and director Joe Wright's computers are 
whipping these scenes up for the enjoy¬ 
ment of advanced artificial intelligences. 
There's also a profound cluelessness 
about tone. In the opening scenes, set in 
London during the blitz, our chosen-one 
orphan boy hero Peter (Levi Miller) is 
more shaken by a pal's creaking fart than 
he is by the bombs raining down all about 
him, proof the filmmakers don't take kids 
or their story seriously. Meanwhile, the 
tribe of "savages" here turns out to be a 
population made up of actors from many 
of our world's non-white races, often in 
ooga-booga getup. The one exception is 
Tiger Lily, the princess, played by Rooney 
Mara. Pan is more evidence that big- 
budget studio entertainments now come 
from a sort of Build-A-Bear Workshop, 
where any unique part turns out only to 
be superficially different from the others. 
In this case, the bear has been set to 
"PG" and "Prebot," stuffed with believe- 


in-yourself filler, and then sparkled over 
with some proper nouns courtesy of 
J.M. Barrie. But I defy you to look in 
its dead eyes, or at all the scenes and 
characters cribbed from Star Wars and 
Avatar, and tell me it's a bear you haven't 
seen dozens of times before. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

STEVE JOBS Aaron Sorkin opens up a new 
desktop icon with Steve Jobs, a briskly 
busy, talkative companion piece to the 
Newsroom and Moneyball writer's Mark 
Zuckerberg-centric The Social Network. 
Adapting Walter Isaacson's biography of 
the Apple innovator, Sorkin's latest is less 
a novel expose than a distinctly Sorkinian 
dramatization of well-known material. 

Still, it's helmed with whip-smart panache 
by Danny Boyle and boasts a backstage- 
drama structure that invites comparisons 
to last year's inferior Birdman. This is a 
swift and searing attempt to pull back 
the curtain on Jobs and, in the process, 
investigate the relationship between the 
myth and the man. Like Sorkin's Facebook 
film, Steve Jobs casts its protagonist in 
ironic terms: as a man who triumphantly 
connected millions of people both through 
and to technology, and yet couldn't himself 
figure out how best to interact with others. 
Sorkin offers a rise-fall-rise narrative arc 
of both a personal and professional sort, 
charting Jobs' efforts to change the world 
with his era-defining home computers, 
but also his gradual transformation from 
an unrepentantly prickish and selfish mad 
genius to one who's ever so slightly less 
unrepentantly prickish and selfish. It's 
all staged by Boyle with a laser-focused 
fleetness and precision that—light-years 
removed from Birdman' s single-take gim¬ 
mickry—jibes perfectly with Sorkin's trade¬ 
mark rat-a-tat-tat verbal volleying. Michael 
Fassbender embodies Jobs not with the 
tics of an impersonator but through a con¬ 
vincing attitude of calculating detachment, 
ambition, and ruthlessness. He doesn't 
look like the man, but he feels like him, 
inhabiting Jobs so fully, and zealously, that 
the lack of resemblance proves no distrac¬ 
tion. (R) Nick Schager. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

BLACK MASS Boston crime king Whitey 
Bulger rides again, onscreen at least, 
in Scott Cooper's ambitious and engag¬ 
ing Black Mass, where he's played by 
Johnny Depp, in a fake bald pate. The 
elaborate makeup job is a problem: Depp 
might have been better off just channel¬ 
ing Whitey from deep within—it's almost 
as if the radiation beams he's trying to 
send out can't penetrate all that latex. 

But Black Mass is a tightly wound piece 
of work, and Cooper (Crazy Heart, Out of 
the Furnace) keeps its many small parts 
moving with ease. He's skillful at merging 
telling, minute details with bigger, looping 
schemes. We see Whitey sitting down to 
play cards, circa the mid-Seventies, with 
his senior-citizen mom and working his 
treacherous wiles on one of his childhood 
pals, now grown up to be FBI agent John 
Connolly (Joel Edgerton, who plays his 
character as likable, believable, and just 
slightly pitiable). Bulger's is a horrible and 
brutal story, and Black Mass never shrinks 
from it. Most of the violence occurs off- 
camera, but you wouldn't call the film 
tasteful: The sound of a young prostitute 
(Juno Temple) gasping for breath as 
Bulger squeezes the life out of her is 
harrowing. The cast is almost uniformly 
terrific. The now-playing-everywhere 


Dakota Johnson appears in a small role as 
the mother of Whitey's young son: There's 
a sweet but flinty pensiveness about her, 
particularly when she lashes out as her 
sometime partner lectures her about her 
manner of dealing with a tragedy that has 
shaken them both. (It's telling that of all 
the players in this vicious, sorry tale, only 
a woman has the nuts to stand up to this 
snake.) (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE GREEN INFERNO The Green Inferno 
arrives in theaters two years after making 
the festival rounds and a full eight since 
Hostel: Part II doubled down on everything 
that made writer/director Eli Roth stand 
out in the first place, giving devotees and 
doubters alike ample time to brace for this 
foray into a remote jungle in which meat is 
very much on the menu. Though that won't 
make Roth's affinity for ghoulish dismem¬ 
berment any easier for squeamish viewers 
to stomach, the fact that his sensibilities 
are better suited to comedy than they are 
to horror does help it go down more easily. 
Funnier than it is scary and grosser than 
it is funny, The Green Inferno features 
a number of early scenes that would 
appear to be setting us up for a slacker 
comedy. Wide-eyed freshman Justine 
(Lorenza Izzo, to whom Roth was married 
last year) halfheartedly joins a campus 
activist group whose current mission is to 
descend upon Peru and save the rainfor¬ 
est. A characteristically cruel irony awaits: 
A plane crash strands them in the same 
wilderness they've just chained themselves 
to bulldozers to save. They're not alone, of 
course. Roth practically dares us to form 
any attachment to these people—that 
way we don't particularly mind when 
Justine's friends start getting ripped apart 
by the natives. Roth draws inspiration from 
Ruggero Deodato's infamous Cannibal 
Holocaust, amplifying that exploitation 
flick's least interesting components (gore, 
cruelty) at the expense of all others. The 
more brutal this becomes, the less anything 
other than blood and guts seems to matter. 
Just because watching every gory detail 
of a man getting torn limb from limb turns 
the stomach doesn't mean it quickens the 
pulse. (R) Michael Nordine. Countywide. 

THE INTERN Some veteran filmmakers try 
to capture the younger generation and fail 
to get it right, coming up with characters 
and faux with-it dialogue that invite lots 
of "Oh, Mom!" eye-rolling. That's not 
the problem with writer/director Nancy 
Meyers' The Intern, in which retiree 
Robert De Niro finds meaning in life—and 
brings lots of twinkly-gruff inspiration 
to others—by taking an internship at a 
Brooklyn-based online clothing company 
run by ambitious yet dippy business¬ 
woman Anne Hathaway. Ben quickly 
makes himself indispensable, doling out 
sensible advice, business-y and otherwise, 
to the young'uns. He also wears a suit, 
which they love—in one of the movie's 
best scenes, he gives style tips to a young 
worker (Peter Vack) who's nervous when 
he discovers he might be hand-delivering 
an order to Jay Z. At first Jules is wary of 
Ben—he's too "observant," she tells her 
second-in-command (Andrew Rannells) 
via youth's communication medium of 
choice, the text message. (Meyers! So 
with it.) There's a lot going on in The 
Intern, but all you have to know, really, is 
that Ben is rock-solid and Jules is a win¬ 
some puddle of insecurity and awesome¬ 
ness. The spongy subtext of this and every 
Meyers movie is "We're being serious, but 
we're also being FUN!" No viewer must 
ever be made to think too much, feel too

THE MARTIAN Desperation, anxiety, 
stubbornly saying yes to survival: If grand 
struggles are your thing, there are plenty 
in Ridley Scott's The Martian, based on 
Andy Weir's novel, which was first self- 
published in 2011 and then picked up by 
Crown in 2014—itself a rare seedling 
that took root against all odds. In both 
novel and movie, American astronaut 


Mark Watney is stranded on Mars when 
his fellow crew members leave him for 
dead after a ferocious dust storm. He 
comes to, alone on a planet indifferent to 
his existence, and presumes he's simply 
going to die. But he doesn't: Even on a 
dust-dry rock, Watney figures out how 
to make water; using his own excrement 
for manure, he succeeds in conjuring an 
indoor potato field. And because he's a 
scientist—a botanist—he keeps a log of 
his experiences, one that's both specific 
in its technical detail and cheerfully col¬ 
loquial. His interior monologues have a 
"Hey, I might end up dead!" esprit. Heavy 
on science patter, The Martian is all about 


problem-solving; cozy American ingenuity 
burns brightly in its heart. It's only partly 
a story about a man in peril; it's mostly 
a story about men (and a few women) 
taking control of the uncontrollable. It's 
confident, swaggering science fiction, not 
the despairing kind. That may be why, as 
elaborate and expensive-looking as The 
Martian is, it's almost totally lacking in 
poetry. This is an overwhelming picture, 
oversized in its scope and ambition, and 
the actors get ground in the machinery— 
except for Matt Damon. His Watney is the 
only one worth feeling anything for, and 
whatever The Martian's problems may be, 
Damon is undoubtedly the best thing in it.

MISSION IMPOSSIBLE: ROGUE 
NATION Mission: Impossible is Tom 
Cruise's blockbuster plaything, a toy chest 
he offers to directors who catch his eye. 
Cruise used it to resurrect Brian De Palma, 
capitalize on John Woo, transition J.J. 
Abrams from TV to film, and shift Brad 
Bird from pixels to a real man. Cruise 
allowed each helmer to adapt his own 
Ethan Hunt. To De Palma, Hunt was a 
whizkid. For Woo, a horndog. Abrams: a 
husband. Bird: a cartoon. Cruise—not his 
character—is the only constant, plus his 
returning bros Ving Rhames and Simon 
Pegg and whatever new leggy, longhaired 
brunette chooses to accept. (This time it's 
newcomer Rebecca Ferguson, and boy 
are we lucky to have her.) Here, Ethan 
Hunt is a cousin of Jack Reacher— the 
first film where Christopher McQuarrie 
directed Cruise—only without the quips. 
McQuarrie, writer of The Usual Suspects, 
gives Rogue Nation a suspicious street 
smarts. People don't just plan—they dou¬ 
ble- and triple-think the enemy, not that 
the plot matters more than a mousetrap. 
McQuarrie loves blundering into a brawl, 
but he's too twitchy to shoot great action. 
One spinning motorcycle stunt would have 
killed if he'd pulled back so we could actu¬ 
ally see it. Strapping Cruise to an airplane 
is a zippy idea, yet in execution, I found 
myself distracted by how the wind flat¬ 
tened his hair to his forehead like a sweaty 
preacher's toupee. Better is a simple, 
circus-act move where Cruise monkeys 
up a pole doing what I can only describe 
as horizontal crunches. (He'd make a mint 
in Magic Mike 3.) There's also a fine car 
chase and motorcycle dash that combine 
everything Cruise does well: insane phys¬ 



ics, credible danger, and human fragility.

PAWN SACRIFICE The hardest type of 
guy for an actor to play is one without 
charisma. That's the challenge faced by 
Tobey Maguire in Edward Zwick's Pawn 
Sacrifice, which tells the story of Cold 
War-era chess champ and totally strange 
human being Bobby Fischer. He's good at 
it—maybe too good. In the opening scene, 
racked by paranoia in the moments before 
he's set to face Boris Spassky in game two 
of the 1972 World Chess Championship 
in Reykjavik, Fischer tears apart his 
hotel room, searching for surveillance 
equipment. His eyes are as wild as the 
knit-in zigs and zags of his Seventies-style 
patterned sweater. Maguire makes us 
believe in Fischer's tortured soul—the 
problem is that with his quivering lips and 
jittery brain waves, he can't quite hold the 
screen. And whenever Liev Schreiber, as 
Spassky, comes strolling into the frame, 
all hope is lost. Maguire may be the lead, 
but Schreiber takes his queen every time. 
Even so, Pawn Sacrifice clicks along with 
crisp efficiency. Zwick, the director behind 
movies like Glory and Blood Diamond, is 
old-school in his attention to craftsman¬ 
ship, alive to telling details. Best is the 
finale, in which Fischer, almost miracu¬ 
lously, puts his neuroses to work in a set 
of moves that wins him the championship, 
seemingly against all odds. Zwick finds 
smart ways to locate the dynamism in a 
very subtle game. Pawn Sacrifice turns 
the clock back to a time when the country, 
and the world, could see the infinite colors 
in a game played out in black-and-white. 
(Stephanie Zacharek) (PG-13) Stephanie

SICARIO In the last three years, Mexico's 
murder rate has plummeted by a third. 
Alas, Denis Villeneuve's Sicario will give 
travel agents a headache. When naive 
FBI agent Kate (Emily Blunt) crosses the 
border, her companion Alejandro (Benicio 
Del Toro) growls, "Welcome to Juarez." 
And how. Headless corpses dangle from 
highway overpasses; missing-person post¬ 
ers line the streets; machine guns shoot 
up traffic. From the sun-bleached shock- 
and-awe desert cinematography of an 
opening attack in Arizona, Sicario' s point 
is clear: Our latest murky war is close to 
home. Both Villeneuve and his leading lady 
artlessly prosecute the cartels. Against 
the advice of world-wise Alejandro and 
his flippant partner Matt (Josh Brolin), 
she charges into crime scenes, eager 
to book gangsters for any petty crime. 

The filmmaker signs the indictment with 
blood, inserting montages of actual 
corpses and literally wallpapering a safe 
house with Mexican dead. Effective, yes. 
But Villeneuve's voiceless victims begin 
to smell, especially when the film isn't 
much interested in them while alive, save 
for a Sonoran cop who spends most of 
Sicario in what may as well be a separate 
movie. Screenwriter Taylor Sheridan 
views Mexico with a dystopian cynicism; 
its citizens can't save themselves, and 
foreigners make things worse. I left the 
film sickened and scrambled, much as I 
did Villeneuve's previous films Prisoners 
and the double-Gyllenhaal head-scratcher 
Enemy. Villeneuve's proven he's got a 
strong punch. The trouble is, he barely 
aims. With Blunt sidelined as the film's 
angry, clumsy conscience, it's left to Del 
Toro to rescue us with campy humor, at 
one point torturing a druglord with a wet 
willie. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide.

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MACHINE Director Alex Gibney's choice 
to follow this spring's Scientology slam 
Going C/earwith the fascinating portrait 
Steve Jobs: The Man in the Machine 
might seem like an about-face. But this 
is practically a sequel. Both Scientology 
and Apple were founded by now-dead 
gurus who commanded devotion. Both 
are corporations that claim to stand for 
something purer than greed. Neither 
pays fair taxes. And neither functions 
openly, speaks freely, or tolerates critics. 
Where the two films differ is us. Dismantle 
Scientology, and audiences will cheer. 
Chink away at the cult of Apple, and we 
all feel accused. I imagine that people 
will slink out of Steve Jobs keeping their 
iPhones guiltily stashed. When they make 
it a safe distance from the theater, they'll 
glide their smartphones in front of their 
faces, swipe the black monoliths awake, 
and disappear into the dream machines of 
their own desires. That's why we have this 
documentary about their creator, and not 
docs about the inventors of the subway, 
the shower, the fridge. Gibney's film asks 
Why did Jobs' death make us mourn? Like 
a ghost, Jobs—the man in that machine— 
rattles our world from beyond the grave. 

As Gibney argues, the iPhone is his spirit 
made silicon. His trim, spartan devices 
were portable rock gardens, physical 
evidence that he was on a higher mental 
plane. Emotionally, not so much. Gibney 
dissects Jobs' image with the calm curios¬ 
ity of a coroner. A staggering number of 
former Apple insiders agreed to speak. 

One describes his tense exit interview with 
Jobs like a last meal with Vito Corleone. 
Gibney may not like Jobs. But he respects 
him. That tradeoff would suit Jobs fine. 
(Not Rated) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

STRAIGHT OUTTA COMPTON A 
generation after N.W.A shouted "Fuck 
the police!" neighborhoods across 
America—in Ferguson, Cleveland, Staten 
Island, Baltimore—still ache to hear it. Ice 
Cube's blast at cops who "think they have 
the authority to kill a minority" echoes. 
Director F. Gary Gray edits the LAPD into 
Straight Outta Compton, the N.W.A biopic, 
like they're Jason in a Friday the 13th 
movie, always lurking: Their cars roll by 
in the background, their sirens wail, their 
officers tackle the group again and again 
just for being in the "wrong" place, i.e., 
in front of their recording studio, or on 
the sidewalk outside a friend's house. But 
halfway through, the filmmakers decide 
that what audiences really want is label 
contract disputes. The second chunk is 
a grind where Cube, then Dre, peel away 
from Jerry Heller's (Paul Giamatti) Ruthless 
Records, team up with new business 
partners, and then leave them, too. In a 
150-minute film, that's a lot of paperwork. 
Both Dre and Cube produce, and seem 
to have edited the script with a red pen. 
The surviving rappers have smudged 
everything that might make them look 
like creeps or chumps, beveling so many 
rough edges that their screen selves 
become blank slates. It's left to Eazy-E, 
the deceased member who can't sue, to 
give their story life. As Eazy-E, newcomer 
Jason Mitchell swaggers and threatens, 
cowers and makes destructive choices, 
imbuing the film with his deluded, squeaky- 
voiced soul. By contrast, when Cube (Ice 
Cube's oldest son, O'Shea Jackson Jr., 
who is excellent) smashes up a record 
exec's (Tate Ellington) office for skimping 
on his royalties, the scene frames him as 
a 'hood hero triumphing over The Man. (R)

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An American In Malta 


Our art critic sends dispatches from his residency in the Mediterranean

I ’m sitting at a diner eating borscht. 
The owner is Latvian, married to 
the Libyan pizza maker a few shops 
down. The music playing in the 
background is by Joel Beers’ spirit animal, 
Bruce Springsteen; as I hear the dulcet 
sounds of “Born to Run,” I make script 
notes on British playwright Martin Crimp’s 
Attempts on Her Life while chatting about 
the pros and cons of U.S. drone policy with 
another diner. A teenager with a Mohawk 
and a sleeveless Bob Marley T-shirt walks 
by; we make brief eye contact. 

Welcome to Malta. 

I’m directing the Crimp play for the 
adventurous Unifaun Theatre Productions, 
a combative stage company that has suc¬ 
cessfully challenged and demolished the 
country’s age-old censorship laws with 
its work. Located in the middle of the 
Mediterranean, the population of Malta, a 
little island south of Sicily, is twice that of 
Irvine and packed into a country the size 
of San Francisco. 

If you’re working in theater in Orange 
County, chances are you don’t get paid. 

If you do, it’s usually just a stipend that 
won’t cover the tanks of sras to sret vou

to rehearsal. Theaters count on you sub¬ 
sidizing their business with your time 
and labor, crocodile-tearing the fact they 
can’t pay you a wage worthy of that effort. 
You’re easily replaceable, after all, and 
not really part of the process of where the 
money goes. 

This is the third time I’ve been to 
Malta in seven years. I was flown over 
at the company’s expense and live in a 
flat with WiFi that overlooks the bay in a 
scenic fishing village called Marsaskala. 
I’m driven around wherever I need to 
go, taken to cultural events, wined, dined 
and able to pay my rent in California for 
a month—all with what the company is 
paying me. The theater is not subsidized 
by government funds, and everyone gets a 
decent paycheck. 

I don’t say any of that by way of brag¬ 
ging, but clearly, somebody is doing some¬ 
thing right here and something terribly 
wrong in Southern California. 

Actors and technicians in Malta move 
between stage, TV, film and back to the 
stage fluidly enough to make Southern 
California actors envious. My stage man¬ 
ager worked as a crew member on World 
War Z, my assistant is a television director, 
a former actor in a previous show was in 
Game of Thrones, one of my actresses had 
to miss rehearsals for a television gig, and 
one of my actors just finished a stint on 
Assassin’s Creed with Michael Fassbender. 

Then again, polls reveal that the major¬ 
ity of the Maltese population would rather 


watch soccer than go to a theater produc¬ 
tion, so the island and OC (where people 
would rather watch TV) aren’t altogether 
different in that sense. 

Call it the avant-garde play we’re 
doing, or the unusual way we’re putting 
together the show, but there’s investment 
in the work here that I’ve rarely seen 
in the States, where the norm seems an 
assembly line of roles shoehorned into 
people’s schedules, the work ending up 
half-assed and under-rehearsed, more an 
addiction than a testament to considered 
work. I have to believe the ethic is strong 
here not only because people are com¬ 
pensated instead of taken advantage of, 
but also because the work is looked upon 
as something noble, not just “entertain¬ 
ment.” There are several theater compa¬ 
nies on the island, with varying degrees 
of professionalism, but only a few fall 
back on old reliables such as musicals 
and brainless comedies. 

There aren’t a large number of play¬ 
wrights on the island, and two of the 
best regularly write only in Maltese—a 
lyrical cross (to my ears) of Arabic and 
Italian—considering it a mission to write 
in their native tongue, given that English 
is universal and the accepted language of 
business communication. In OC, every¬ 
one thinks they’re a playwright, but few 
engage with the culture around them, and 
most of the work is too insular and unam¬ 
bitious (in structure, form or language), 


focused on 10-minute sketches instead of 
anything with real depth. 

Post-rehearsal, one night, I’m sitting at 
a table at the restaurant StrEat, with my 
cast of 10 and producer Adrian Buckle. 

I’m drinking ale and quietly suffering 
everyone’s cancer sticks, the gamboling 
conversation lively and political. One 
of my actors is a journalist, and we talk 
about the similarities between the anti¬ 
immigrant stance of Tea Party Republi¬ 
cans in the U.S. and of various nationalist 
anti-immigrant groups he has covered 
locally. Another actor, a Macedonian 
immigrant who has worked in New York, 
talks about Tito and Communism and the 
debatable Christianity of his home coun¬ 
try, which refuses to deal with its Muslim 
population. Adrian’s answer to the EU’s 
refugee crisis, as well as his country’s hos¬ 
tility, is to program a play that addresses 
it directly—British playwright Anders 
Lustgarten’s Lampedusa— since things are 
unlikely to change in the near future. 

At home, a few hours later, I look over 
the recent and upcoming schedules for 
theater in Orange County and Long 
Beach, and I see that Cabaret just closed, 
and yet another production of Rent 
opened. Someone is doing The 39 Steps 
again, and two theaters are doing Psycho 
Beach Party at the same time. 

“Good job, OC,” I say, under my breath. 
“I can’t wait to get back.”

The Eternal 
Apprentice 


Cole Strem of Ace of Hearts Tattoo 


B eing a rock star didn’t work 
out for Cole Strem. When it 
became obvious a career in 
music wasn’t working out for 
him, Strem didn’t know exactly what he 
wanted to do. 

“My band broke up, and I didn’t want a 
real job,” Strem says. “My wife bought me 
a shitty tattoo kit from eBay, and I couldn’t 
even get the machine to run at first.” 

Originally from Milwaukee, Strem 
made his decision to begin tattooing in 
North Hollywood, but he knew he had 
to find an apprenticeship if he was going 
to go about tattooing the right way. After 
spending a few years drawing and practic¬ 
ing as much as he could, Strem caught a 
break when he met a guy who had just 
finished his apprenticeship. The young 
tattooer started mopping floors and doing 
grunt work. “There are a lot of people 
coming into it that I think have been 
handed things their whole lives,” Strem 
says. “People leave their apprenticeships 
because they aren’t tattooing a week after 
they start mopping the floors. People have 
asked to be my apprentice, but I don’t 
think I’m ready to apprentice anyone. I’m 
still learning myself.” 

Ultimately, Strem’s advice to a new 
apprentice is simple: If you don’t want it 
enough, you’re not going to get through it. 
“I’d just tell them not to give up,” Strem 
says. “You have to be driven and want it. 
You have to be okay with criticism and 
people telling you not to do things. Buckle

in, shut up, and do what you’re told.” 

For the past three years, he has tat¬ 
tooed out of Ace of Hearts Tattoo in San 
Pedro. “It’s amazing working next to Long 
Beach,” Strem says. “I love it. I live for it. 
There aren’t many shops in Long Beach, 
and you would think there’s more like 
there are in Hollywood, [where] you can 
throw a stone and hit five shops.” 

Though he has only been in the indus¬ 
try about a decade, Strem has already seen 
some major differences. He believes tat¬ 
toos will improve in both styles and skill 
levels, but some aspects of the art form 
aren’t necessarily changing. “It goes in 
waves,” Strem says. “Watercolor tattoos 
didn’t work out the last time they were 
popular, but people still think they’ll work 
out now. The TV shows educate people 
on what a good tattoo is, but they’re too 
focused on the drama, and they can be 
misleading. I hear people say, ‘Kat Von D 
can do a portrait in 10 minutes,’ and I tell 
them ‘No, that’s the power of editing.’”

OC’s Sound Affair Mastering creates quality vinyl from scratch

D emand for vinyl albums is 

growing, and the pressure on 
manufacturers to keep up is 
growing with it. 

Engineers with the tools and experience 
necessary to put music on wax are increas¬ 
ingly harder to find. In fact, only about 25 
“disc cutters” still operate in the United 
States. Ron Leeper, owner of Sound Affair 
Mastering in Santa Ana, is one of the few 
left—and business is booming. 

Leeper started in the music industry 
in 1976 as an intern at Quad Tech Studios 
in Los Angeles, in the Sunset Boulevard 
building where Amoeba Records sits 
today. He spent the next decade working 
as an engineer, tape duplicator and disc 
cutter at legendary studios such as Record 
Plant and United Western Studios in 
Hollywood. Leeper gravitated toward disc 
cutting, which was thriving at the time, 
early in his career. 

“We’d get records done as [fast as] we 
could because however many you put out 
you got paid for,” Leeper says. “When 
vinyl was king, we would usually get 
about three records out a day. That’s a 
lot—three different artists, different types 
of music, six sides, in one day.” 

In the 1970s and early ’80s, the vinyl- 
record-pressing industry that Leeper was 
a part of was dominated by major labels 
including Capitol, Columbia and RCA. 
Each label had large pressing plants and 
valued quantity over quality. 


“Back in the ’70s, when we would get 
test pressings or I would work on some¬ 
thing and go get it off the shelf at the 
record store and play it, it was horrible. 
The pressing was horrible,” Leeper says. 
“They were always cutting corners to 
lower the budget and lower the cost. They 
would ‘regrind’ or reuse vinyl in the man¬ 
ufacturing process, which doesn’t make 
for a good-sounding record.” 

As the music industry changed and CDs 
overtook albums, Leeper left disc cutting 
behind and opened his own recording and 
mastering studio in Orange County. His 
resume grew to include artists such as 
Slash of Guns N’ Roses, Adam Ant, George 
“Fully” Fullwood (Bob Marley/Soul Syndi¬ 
cate), Delta Spirit and Bristol to Memory. 

Leeper expanded into film and televi¬ 
sion projects, including work for the Los 
Angeles Rams and music for the 1988 
Jean-Claude Van Damme classic Kick- 
boxer, which he recently remastered for a 
25-year anniversary rerelease. 

“In this business, you have to jump 
through a lot of hoops. You have to diversify 
and find new ways to keep working,” Leeper 
says. “Film and television [soundtracks] kind 
of went away in the early ’90s, and mastering 
was becoming more and more prominent.” 

While moving deeper into mastering, 
Leeper kept an eye on music-industry trade 
publications as CD sales declined and digital 
took over. At the time, no one knew that 
vinyl would make a comeback. 


According to Billboard, vinyl album sales 
grew from 6.1 million copies in 2013 to 9.2 
million in 2014, a 52 percent increase. Last 
year also marked the seventh straight year 
that more vinyl records sold than any other 
year since tracking began in 1991. “I know 
a couple of people from the vinyl industry, 
and they said it was just exploding, and 
I saw an opportunity there, so I decided 
to get back into lacquer disc cutting and 
mastering,” Leeper says. “People who are 
pretty serious about music or about a band 
are asking for records because they have 
a physical connection with that disc. It’s 
a psychological thing, but that’s where it’s 
going, and it’s really blasted off.” 

Leeper spent five years on a nationwide 
search for the tools he needed to cut vinyl 
albums again. He finally found the Scully 
600 in the Boston area. The original 
owner bought it new in 1964 and kept it in 
good condition for half a century. 

“There’s a lot of blogs and online groups 
for audio and vinyl disc cutting, and I put 
out a little want ad looking for a system,” 
Leeper says. “The original owner used to 
cut records in New England, and he had to 
transfer his business from vinyl to CD and 
CD to digital. He was getting up there in 
age, and he wanted it out of his house.” 

Today, the 1,200-pound machine sits in 
Sound Affair’s mastering suite at Blue 
Velvet Studios in Santa Ana. With his 
equipment finally in place, Leeper was 
able to put four decades of engineering, 


mastering and disc cutting back to work. 

Putting music on vinyl begins with 
specialized mastering to make sure the 
sounds translate properly. The recording 
level, the bass and the high end must be 
controlled. After mastering, the Scully 
600 carves grooves into the disc. First, the 
lathe spins the uncut lacquer disc beneath 
the cutter head. Then, the cutter head 
translates the music from the source into 
two channels of stereo audio, physically 
cutting small grooves into the disc as it 
rotates. Finally, the Scully’s electronics 
work with different equalizers and a disc 
computer to ensure a clean cut. 

“You have to look at the grooves on the 
disc through a microscope to make sure 
that none of them are crashing into one 
another, what’s called overcuts,” Leeper 
says. “The concept is that [the disc com¬ 
puter] will control it for you, but you still 
have to be responsible, listen to the music 
and try to spot potential problems.” 

If Leeper finds mistakes, he throws 
the disc out and starts the cutting pro¬ 
cess again from scratch. Once the disc is 
approved, he sends it to a pressing plant, 
which makes copies to sell. “I have a rela¬ 
tionship with two [record-pressing] plants 
here in the area, and you have to have 
that,” Leeper says. “About six months 
ago, I was talking with another plant in 
Columbus, Ohio, and they physically can’t 
take any new clients. I tried to get some¬ 
thing in there, and they just said no.” 

When CDs took over in the 1980s and 
’90s, manufacturers stopped building the 
lathes and other machinery for the vinyl- 
production process. The shortage of avail¬ 
able equipment today means that artists 
are waiting up to six or seven months for 
their records to be pressed. Independent 
record producers are scrambling to find 
and restore the old infrastructure neces¬ 
sary for pressing new albums. “It’s weird 
how this old equipment crops up,” Leeper 
says. “New plants have discovered these 
record-pressing machines in Chicago and 
Mexico and South America, and they’re 
refurbishing them all and getting them 
working again.” 

Returning to disc cutting in the midst 
of a vinyl resurgence was a welcome 
change for Leeper. Owning one of the last 
machines in the world that makes vinyl 
albums comes with a responsibility to 
respect and protect the process. 

“With the record companies, it was all 
about what they could sell. Quality wasn’t 
high on their list—they just wanted to get 
it into stores,” Leeper says. “We really 
have a microscope on quality. We want 
these records to sound good, we want the 
artist or the band to be happy with them— 
and the fans and the listener of the record 
to have a really good quality recording.”

Albert Hammond Jr.’s hiatus from the Strokes 

made him a songwriter

S ince the early aughts, Albert 

Hammond Jr. has been associ¬ 
ate with indie rock by many 
music fans. As the rhythm 
guitarist for the Strokes, Hammond has 
been in the public eye for his music and 
offstage exploits—forays into fashion, 
famous girlfriends—as well as because of 
his father, who wrote the iconic "It Never 
Rains in Southern California.” 

Hammond released two interesting but 
inconsistent albums in 2006 and 2008, 
seemingly stymied by his drug use at the 
time. Once the guitarist got his life in 
order, moved away from the Big Apple to 
upstate New York and married Justyna 
Sroka, Hammond’s songwriting started to 
flourish. He started reaching the potential 
that was sporadically showcased on Yours 
to Keep and ^Como Te Llama?, especially 
the latter, on which, Hammond says, he 
wishes some songs were tighter. 

For the guitarist-cum-songwriter, the 
narrative began to change in 2013, fol¬ 
lowing the release of his lauded AHJ EP. 
“After doing that tour and going out cold— 
especially since you don’t get much atten¬ 
tion on an EP—that became the template 
of what was to come,” Hammond says. 
“The EP gave me more confidence for the 
next thing I’d do.” 

Working with frequent Strokes col¬ 
laborator and good friend Gus Oberg, 
Hammond’s latest album, Momentary 
Masters, is easily his best-received. Fea¬ 
turing a sound that’s prominent for fus¬ 
ing the Lower East Side lo-fi the Strokes 
mastered along with the dance punk that 
was beginning to emerge across the river 
in Williamsburg, the album took only 
six weeks to make. Despite being long¬ 
time friends, there was a push-and-pull 
between Oberg and Hammond that led to 
some creative jostling, but the songwriter 


says that was ultimately a good thing, 
even if it was frustrating at the time. The 
quick pace of the sessions served Ham¬ 
mond well. “You change so much as time 
goes by,” he says. “If you wait until some¬ 
thing is perfect, you’re never going to put 
anything out.” 

On his own terms, Hammond has 
developed a small but loyal following. 
Fans have discovered Hammond’s new 
project almost organically, which has 
provided him a welcome outlet that’s 
different from the Strokes. “It’s prob¬ 
ably just more fun,” he says. “They’re 
getting to learn new songs, so you see a 
different reaction. I didn’t get as much 
press as when the Strokes started, and 
they’re almost coming to shows and 
learning it. You can experience music in 
different ways. You go and you discover 
it, and you can enjoy it where you just 
know it.” 

Momentary Masters has demonstrated 
that Hammond’s career could survive 
on a path that it isn’t dependent on the 
Strokes. Following that band’s appearance 
in Washington, D.C., Julian Casablancas 
declared to the crowd that a new album 
was imminent. However, for the foresee¬ 
able future, Hammond is focused on his 
solo material. 

“I want it to stand on its own,” he says. 
“I want to see if I can play music for the 
rest of my life as a living. I never know 
what the Strokes are doing, and I like play¬ 
ing music and I like entertaining, so I just 
want to keep moving forward. If you’re 
trying to establish a career, you have to 
push and can’t sit at home watching it.”

W hen people hearthe sound of Latin 
brass, timbales, piano and party vibes 
ringing from the doors of an OC club, it's a 
given it has to be the work of the Boogaloo 
Assassins. Though this large band rarely plays 
a hometown show nowadays (save for last 
month's Orange International Street Fair), their 
sound and flavor is unmistakable for those 
starved for old-school block-party music with 
an East Coast flair. That the Assassins remain 
one of the only bands on the West Coast pay¬ 
ing homage to the likes of Joe Bataan, Larry 
Harlow, Johnny Colon and so many others 
makes one of their shows a rare linkto the 
past that should never be passed up. Your next 
chance is the Museum of Latin American Art's 
Dias de Los Muertos gala, "Fotos y Recuerdos: 
Celebrating the Memory and Music of Selena" 
on Oct. 30. 

A lot has happened with the band since 
their heyday in the mid-2000s, when they were 
known for packing Fullerton clubs such as the 
Commonwealth and the Continental Room. The 
band moved onto the international stage and 
recently signed with revived Latin label Fania 
Records. "It's definitely a dream come true—it's 
a legendary label," says vocalist and band 
co-founder Bobby Soul. "I can pretty much die 
happy. The whole reason we even started our 
group was because of that label." 

A constant stream of opportunities, festivals

and chance gigs backing up stars including 
Bataan and Roberto Roena have also allowed 
the group to boost their status as torch bear¬ 
ers for an art form that once stood in the face 
of mainstream disapproval and was derided 
by music's old guard as "Latin Bubblegum." 

But last month, Soul and his tribe were asked 
to perform for the West Coast premiere of We 
Like It Like That: The Story of Latin Boogaloo 
at the Boyle Heights Arts Conservatory. For 
the gang, their commitment to the sound has 
paid off handsomely. "It's not what most West 
Coast salsa groups want to do, and we just 
went another direction than everyone else," 
Soul says. "And it ended up working out to our 
favor—the artwork, the branding, the singing, 
English/Spanish lyrics." 

The ability to cross over to a wide range 
of audiences (whether or not they consider 
themselves rhythmically challenged) is the 
key to the band's success, Soul says. With 
their next album on the horizon and a dose of 
new members, Boogaloo Assassins return to 
OC as deadly as they ever were, especially 
when it comes to killing your inhibitions on the 
dance floor. 

"It's a full sound; it's an experience," Soul 
says. "I'd really love to see everyone out there 
letting loose. That's what this music's about— 
it's a party."
